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Carrots for Feeding Poultry. 


I have never seen anything in your paper 
recommending carrots as food for ‘poultry. 
I feed them to my fowls every day, and find 
it profitable to do so. In the present high 
prices of grain, &c., it is worth while people 
to use any substitute that will answer the 
same purpose. I venture to say. that those 
who have fed their fowls on carrots, chopped 
fine will not readily discontinue the practice, 
The chopping is most easily done with acom- 
mon sausage meat cutter, costing about $3. 
These machines will pay their entire cost, in 

most families, in a single year, in various 
labor-saving ways. A couple of boys, ina 
single evening could easily cut a barrel full of 
carrots, which if fed to hens mixed with meal, 
scraps, &c., would be worth much more than 
the same value in grain at present prices.—— 
Rural New Yorker. 


Apptes For Cows.—lI live ina country 
where in times past apples fed to cows were 
said to dry up their milk. I think that may 
have been the case when fed in large quanti- 
ties.

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The “First Premium” Farm. 

The Committce on F’'arm Management of 

the New York Stite Fair, awarded $59 in 
plate to Wm. P. Otiley, of Phelps, Ontario 
Co.;forthe best managed farm. But two 
applications were made for the premium, 
though we think there are many farms which 
would have stood an equal chance with 
those which were presented. 
_ ‘Ebe soil of Mr. Ottley’s farm isa gravelly 
Joam, and muck with a tincture of clay, the 
subsoil about the same, lighter colored and 
porous. Limestone scarce, the rocks found 
are granite and quartz. ‘I'he farm contains 
100 acres, 85 in cultivation. Mr. O. con- 
siders ploughing in clover the best means of 
enriching his ground. A three years’ lay 
turned, under in June for wheat, or the Ist 
of May with barnyard manure, for the corn 
crop sueceeds well. 

Le ploughs from seven to ten inches deep. 
Deen ploughing in bis case, has a good effect 
in giving great room for the roots of plants, 
In ifs acon as an underdrain, in preventing 
the efiects of drought, in making the land 
easier (o work afier it, with other advan- 
tages tco numerous to mention. Some ex- 
periments showing this, and also the differ- 
ence betwech shallow and deep ploughing, 
were made by Mr. O,, and we may refer to 
them hereafter. Turegard to subsoil plough- 
ing, he says the effects were entirely satisfac- 
tory aficr the first year, when the crop was 
lighter than usual, from the poverty of sub- 
soil before due exposure to atmo: pherie in- 
fluence. 

Mantre receives considerable attention on 
the farm of Mr. Ottley. His straw, corn- 
stalks and bay, is ail fed out in the stables 
and yards, where his cattle are kept through 
the foddering season. ‘The straw serves for 
Jitter, and having an abundance, also abut 
69 head of horses, cattle and sheep, be makes 
about 200 loads of manure annually. ‘This 


he draws out ina green state to his corn-feld, 


(usually planting 12 acres,) putiing from 30 
to 40 loads per acre, according to its value. 
It is dropped in similar heaps about one rod 
apart, and generally as fast as it can be 
plouzhed in. Ile has a manure cellar, but 
keeps a part under cover, and finds it a de- 
cided benefit. Tor barley he thinks rotten 
manure an essential application, it is of such 
quick growth that it receives little benefit 
from long manure. 

Mr. Ottley has from seventy to seventy- 
five-acres annually under tillage. His fields 
contain about twelve acres each, and the 
different crops follow in rotation and culture 
as follows :—Tor corn he takes a three year 
Jay of clover, covers it with manure, and 
breaks up immediately before planting with 
a double plough, eight inches deep, harrows 


with a light barrow to avoid breaking the 
turf, then drills three anda half feet in rows, 
dropping one kernel at eight inches in a row 
together with ashes and plaster ; and then 
rolls the whole field. 

As soon as the corn is up, he passes through 
with the one-horse cultivator, cuntinues to 
cultivate until the middle of June—product 
usually 50 bushels per acre. Usually plants 
one acre of potatoes in the same lot. One 
potato in each hill, split; plant as early as 
possible—product light, owing to prevalent 
disease. 

Barley follows corn. He drills in two and 
a-half bushels per acre, in April, if possible, 
ploughing in the spring—produet from 25 to 
50 bushels per acre. Oats are also sown 
after corn, three bushels seed—product 75 
bushels per acre. 

Wheat is sown after barley, two bushels 
per acre, drilled in the first September. 
Pioughs the stubble eight to ten inches deep, 
with double plough, in two rod lands; har- 
rows fine immediately before sowing; produet 
from 25 to 35 bushels per acre. Seeds down 
to clover and timothy in September, soon 
after sowing, and uses for meadow or pasture 
till its turn in the rotation, usually three years 
when it is taken up as above described. 

Mr. O., has been particular in growing and 
saving seeds for sowing. He has improved 
white Soules wheat, starting it froma hand- 
ful, and saving the first. ripened for seed, so 
as to shorten the time of maturing from six 
to eight days, he has made like experiments, 
with like results, in barley, oats and corn. 
His grains and roots were all trained up in 
this way, and he thinks it essential that 
seeds of all kinds should be saved from the 
first ripening and largest ears. Tis profits 
for 1854 are $7.54, or 38.874 per acre for 
the improved land. [is total receipts amount 
to nearly $2,000. Lis principal attention 
is given to grain growing, which he makes a 
profitable business, as these figures show. 

A regular account is kept, together with a 
memorandum ofiarm matter. Mr. O. says he 
can state the annual expense of improving 
his farm, and the income of it, and at the end 
of the year can strike a balance of debt and 
credit. We join with him in thinking the 
practice very much conducive to cluse obser- 
vation and carelul farming; one which in the 
end would very much improve our system, 
as well as better our fortunes. It is little 
more than guess work, to farm without some 
guide—without some means of knowing 
what crops pay at the end of the year, and 
what prove a losing speculation—Rural

But ifthe signs of the times do not de- 
ceive us, the prospects of America are not 
brighter if not gloomier. We have our des- 
pots, you have slavery—This is the worst of 
the two. With us nations will stand against 
tyrants; with you the nation will stand di- 
vided in itself aud brother raise his hand 
against brother in irreconcilable antagonism.

The sickness 
recurs, and either [ am greatly mistaken, or 
else it will not bear another cempromise.—

go along together. May the Almighty eye 
watch in mercy over your trials.

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Annual Slave Letting near Washington 


Our Washington correspondent gives the 
following account of the annual sale of the 
labor of the slaves in that vicinity: 

« Last Saturday week many of our east- 
ern men went across the line into Virginia, 
to be present at the annual sale of the labor 
of the negroes for the year, or in other 
words, hiring out the slaves to the highest 
bidder. At Fairfax Court House thescene 
was diversified with many Judicrous incidents 
and some too that would have drawn tears 
from the most stolid of men. The negroes 
are allowed to go through the crowd and res 
quest those who they would prefer tu serve, 
to bid for them. Most of the slaves do this, 
so itisno uncommon thing for a darkey to 
give alist of his accomplishtnents, and_pro- 
duce every recommendation in his favor that 
he can obtain. A woman whose children 
were retained by her owner, but who was 
to be hired out that year, requested a near 
nelohbour of that owner to hire her, so that 
she could be near her children. To induce 
this man to make a higher bid than his com- 
petitors she offered to pay the difference in 
advance, from her own pocket. One wished 
to be hired to the man who had obtained 
the services of his wife, and to bring this 
about he showed a recommendation from 
the master of last year, and also a license to 
exhort in the Methodist Church. The men 
were hired out at the rate of from $30 to 
$1385; the women $30 to $70; and the boys 
from $40 to $80. ‘I he girls were hired out 
as a general thing for their board and chothes 
— Boston Traveiler.

Marriages of Slaves.—An Item for 
Aboliticnists, 


A standing topic of argument against 
slavery, with the Abolitionists—those, at 
least, who pretend at all to argument—is 
the assertion that it virtually ignores or dis- 
regards the marital tie. Admitting the ut- 
most possible force in the argument, it could 
be met by counter statements against any 
form or mode of labour; for the separation 
of husband and wife is a common incident to 
the hireling white and black, no less than to 
the slave. We could appeal also to the expe- 
rience of all Southern observers, in prcof that 
our slaveholders and planters generally were 
anxiously disposed to respect and protect the 
marital relations of slaves, and that more 
difficulty is found in educating and training 
the slaves themselves to regard it than in 
protecting it when established on a good 
basis. We introduce the matter, however, 
only to mention a fact lately. brought into 
our notice, which speaks more than any as- 
sertions ‘could as to the relative attatchments 
of the negroes. 

The case to which we refer is, briefly, a 
voluntary and mutual dissolution and rupture 
ofa marriage of fifty years’ happy and agree- 
able duration between slaves; and this was 
by the consent of both parties, each prefer- 
ring to sever this relation rather than to 
Jeave the master’s family, although the op- 
tion was left to each and either—as is most 
‘The circumstances were 
these: The wife was an old nurse and a 
“mama” ofa family migrating to Florida, 
and had for years lived in a condition of in- 
dulgence and ease, better than could have 
been possible had she been free actually, as 
she was Virtually. On the closing of an es-

abundant comforts. ‘To his surprise her 
answer was, “ No, massa, I goes wid you to 
the new country.” He told her of her hus- 
band, and again asked her to chose a nomin- 
al master and protector in the neighbourhood, 
and one of these places offered to ber was 
the plantation on which her husband lived. 

She persisted that her first choice was to 
follow her master, when he immediately re- 
solved to purchase her husband, whose owner 
was equally anxious to protect and spare tue 
maritial tie of a veteran servant. ‘The bar- 
gain was soon settled between the masters, 
for both slaves were too old to have been 
worth any consideration under any other 
system but the permanent tie of slavery ; but 
an unexpected difficulty occurred. ‘The 
husband stoutly refused to leave his master’s 
family, and protested that deeply and long 
as he had loved his wife, he could not leave 
his home to follow her. 

State the naked proposition that a hus- 
band and wife of such age and qualities had 
been separated, and Abolitionism woull at 
once find matter for tear-moving homilies.

The following article, from the Shelby 
News, gives an account of an unsuccessful 
attempt to run off some slaves from Henry 
County, Kentucky :— 


Eminence, Dec. 26, 1855. 

Some things of late have “ turned up,” to use 
the Micawber’s pet phrase, in our usual quiet 
community, which may have, in the estimation 
of your readers, more than a local interest. If 
you think as I do, | propose to send a brief histo- 
ry of them to the News for publication. 

There has long been a suspicion that there were 
white men in or around New Castle, tampering 
with and attempting to seduce off slave property. 
But nothing definite or tangible-has been known, 
until recently, by which these worthy philanthro- 
pists could be dealt with legally. Their increas- 
ing boldness and success of late, however, excited 
the vigilance of some of our sharp-sighted citi- 
zens, who have succeeded in tracing the villainy 
to its source. 

Sometime about the first of October, three- ne- 
gro men, the property of William Smith, Sr., 
William Smith, Jr. and Jas. McElwain, were 
enticed away, and made their escape by help of 
the underground sale to Canada. These lucky 
or unlucky fugitives attempted to communicate 
the good news of their arrival in the “land of 
refuge,” to some of their colored friends, together 
with a glowing description of the multitude of 
good things which were waiting to be enjoyed by 
darkies, all for nothing but the coming. 

But this gospel message was intercepted, and 
fell into hands for which it was by no means _in- 
tended. But when opened—lo! what should be 
seen among the news, éc., but the names of their 
white accomplices. But this intelligence was 


kept rather silent until “something more should 


turn up. In the meanwhile, Mr. Nathan Mills 
discovered his negroes conspiring with some of 
their neighbouring brethren to make a start for 
Canada. In their conversation overheard, they 
implicated a man named Stewart, living in New 
Castle, and made an appointment to meet at his 
house on a certain night to bring matters to a 
crisis. ‘U'hey were closely watched and followed 
up by Messrs. Ireland, Moody and Calloway, 
until Thursday night, the 20th of December. On 
this night they met at Stewart’s house, when their 
whole conversation wasoverheard. Stewart had 
sent off the pariy in October, pointed out their 
safe arrivalin Canada; and urged the men (six in 
number) to take their chance. Stewart was to 
go down to Madison on Saturday and make ar- 
rangements forthem to cross the Ohio, and for 
all his services was to receive fifty dollars from 
the negroes. ‘The party had set Christmas eve 
night to start for“ happy Canaan.” But alas! 
how briei are hopes and prospects sometimes. 
Intwo hours, Stewart was in jail, and in 
less than twenty-four hours the darkies were on 
their way to the land-of cotton and sugar. Stew- 
art was sent on for further trial, and will be sent 
doubtless tothe penitentiary, He is an old man, 
with a somewhat dependant family, and were 
his crime of almost anyother kind, sympathy 
might lead much to the mitigation of his punish- 
inent. But this species of lawbrealing is one on 
which public opinion (thanks to Abolitionism,) 
is least prepared to show auy toleration. 

Another person, George Mahoney, a young 
man raised near New Custle, was implicated by 
the communication from his Canada friends, 
Ne is believed to be as guiltv as Stewart, though 
nothing oi a positive nature could be had against 
rw urity in the sum of three hundred dollars 
him. On Mowday, the 24th, he was arrested and 
brought beforethe proper authorities, 

Afier a patient hearing, he was required to 
for good bchaVicr. Some other persons, one or 
two negroes And as many white men, in our town, 
are under suspicion of being aiders and abettors 
in these escapes. There are still some uncaught, 
for on Monday morning three more negroes were 
found #0 have left in the narta end of the county, 
and their masters are in pursuit. 

A mass meeting was held on Monday, the 24th, 
being court day, dy which resolutions were adopt- 
ed, recommending the suppression of such tre- 
quent night gatherings at the African churches 
in New Castle, censtring the habit of trading 
with negroes, recommending that vigilance com- 
mittees be formed throughout the country to fer- 
ret out those who are engaged in tampering with 
slave property, and finally, calling upon the Leg- 
islature to pass more stringent and etiective laws 
guarding this species of property. 

It will be found, in nine cases out of ten, 
where} slaves are pursuaded off, that the Aboli- 
lionists engaged are residents in the community. 
These are the dangerous class, as they have con- 
stant intercourse with the negroes. Every com- 
munity should hunt up and get rid of such 
scamps.

What is the reason 
some colored “ folks,” preachers, as well as 
people, cannot behave themselves? and when 
men are satisfied, and it is clear to a de- 
monstration that they cannot from shear 
incapacity, perform any good for themseyes, 
or succeed with anything they take hold of, 
why, in the name of goodness, will they not 
try something else ? 

Who in Canada hopes to play “ hide and 
seek” with the Z"reeman, until they hope to 
see It hopelessly involved so as to buy it off 
“stock and flute,” by paying the new debts 
only? If such crazy dolts exist, I hope the 
patrons of the enterprise may learn their 
names. Iam sure if I can identify the 
moral monsters, I shall not scruple to call 
out in “ meetin.” 

If you know of them, just say to them, 
“ oentlemen! that will not do in this free 
country, slaves do not breathe on this Bri- 
tish soil.” I accompanied some six or seven 
young friends, of both sexes, with a genial 
old one, on a sleigh-ride through Chicago, 
and to a friend’s residence out in the broad 
prarie, beyond the city,,on Wednesday last, 
and although, as Paddy said, the mercury 
was down to the bottom, that important 
circumstance was forgotten for the time, in 
the many “ funny” incidents that transpired, 
and the hearty good nature and intelligence 
so observable in the several membeis of the 
party. Besides seeing all the sights, and 
profiting by the witty remarks of the young 
people, among whom were two of your aids 
in prospective, our young female friends, the 
Misses Steele, who deserve to be appreciated 
for their industry and intelligence, and the 
well-matured ,sallies of friend Henson, the 
“ inner man” was beautifully cared for by 
Mrs. Parker, a lady of the old school, as- 
sisted by her very pleasant daughter, Mrs. 
Fulton. Long may that sleigh-ride be re- 
membered! 

Left Chicago on the 26th, for this good 
city of Waukegan, in company with a young 
man before spoken of, who is making an im- 
pression on these Western people, by his 
surprising eloquence and earnest appeals 
for the liberation of the slave. Mr. Martin 
volunteers to aid in meetings and in assist- 
ing to circulate the Freeman, through this 
region. The meeting here last evening was 
well attended, and several names I herewith 
send, were handed in at the close. Mr.

Passmore Williamson’s suit against Judge 
Kane, for damages, is to come up some time 
this month, if no hindrance shall prevent. 
In the mean time, the “atrocious” Judge is 
making preparation for the time of trouble, 
which he evidently feels is approaching. He 
has retained able counsel, besides, himself 
and friends obviously deem it highly im- 
portant that the Legislature of Pennsylvania 
shall be induced to change the renew of the 
suit from Delaware County to Philadelphia 
City, the place where the Judge’s bad ex- 
amples and corrupting influence, combined 


citizens generally, would most assuredly 
make it impossible for Mr. W. to get justice. 
Yo effect this desirable change, and to avoid 
justice, an honest jury and a stern Judge, 
no pains have been spared by the Judge and 
his sympathisers; and doubtless his South- 
ern masters will see that a sufficient amount 
of material aid is placed at his disposal, to 
enable him to bribe an acquittal, ifhe should 
fail to gain it by a fair and honest trial.

tives very strong remonstrances. 
doubtless, the subject, in all its aspects, per- 
taining to Kane’s outrage, will be brought 
before the Legislature, when Kane will 
get what will not be very agreeable to him, 
perhaps. 

As subservient to the slave power, as the 
Legislature of Pennsylvania has uniformly 
been in this instance, there is good reason 
to hope it will not stoop so low as to accom- 
modate this unblushing usurper of its own 
laws, especially as such an example might 
be fraught with woeful consequences, not 
only to the “inferior” but to the superior in- 
habitance of the State. 

In order to strenethen Kane’s hands, in re- 
Jation to his 1ecent infamous assumption that 


slaveholders have the right of transit, when- | 


ever they see proper to bring their slaves 
into Peunslyvania, the Judiciary Committee 
of the House of Representatives have had 
the matter under consideration, and the ma- 
jority report that they “have come to the 
conclusion that the right of transit through 
Pennslyvania with their slaves is already 
secured to the ‘citezens of the slaveholding 
States by the law of Nations, and the Federal 
Constitution; and that no slatute of this State 
affects to disturb that right,” &§c., §:c., &c. 

At this report there is no reason to marvel, 
as its authors most assuredly adhered to the 
examples and practises of their forefathers— 
and of the rulers and wicked powers that 
be, of the present day, when legislating tor 
the black man. Of course, Judge Kane will 
find great cause for rejoicing by this act of 
the Committee. 

The minority report of the Judiciary 
Committee, however able and cogent as it is, 
and unquestionably sustained by the laws 
of Pennsylvania, as has been until recently 
pretty universally admitted, North and 
South, may have the effect to arrest the evil 
design of Kane & Co. It is also thought 
that in case an act should be passed fuvor- 
ing the majority report, the Governor will 
be found with ‘ backbone” enough to veto 
it. 

But what this year will bring forth in the 
conflict between pro-slavery and anti-sla- 
very, it is difficult to foresee. Judging from 
past aggressions of slavery, and the present 
clamor and contention to extend their bor- 
ders, to compel the North to submit more 
and more to the oppression—there is much 
room, I think, to fear that the cause of free- 
dom is yet to experience disasters of the 
most.deplorable nature. 

The gross wickedness of this nation, the 
unbounded hypocrisy of the churches, and 
prevalant corruption of the controling poli- 
tical organizations, occupying the places of 
justice, leaves but precious poor encourage- 
ment for the black man. Nevertheless, 
under existing circumstances, the present is 
not the time to indulge in discouragement 


and supineness. It is manly, honorable and | 


just to.resist tyrants at all times, and espe- 
cially ought every colored man at the present 
day feel that it is pre-eminently his privilege 
and duty so to do. 

How the cause of anti-slavery would 
grow, spread and triumph, were its advo- 
cates half as persevering, daring and united 
as are its enemies! 
~ Within the last week, the Rzchmond En- 
quirer, one uf the most respectable, influen- 
tial and aristocratic papers in Virginia, has 
advanced the doctrine, on scriptural ground, 
according to its argument, that the poor 
white man, as well as the black, is fitted only 
for slavery. Of course his reasons for tak- 
ing this position are as well founded as any 
which have ever been advanced by the most 
approved Doctor of Divinity, for the enslave- 
ment of the black race. Indeed, I feel 
rather pleased af this new doctrine espoused 
by the Hngquirer, as it will doubtless awaken 
an interest in the minds of not a few who 
heretofore have been queit indifferent and 


dumb to the wrongs of the blacks; thinking | 
themselves free, and of the approved andj 


favored race, they were content. 

But if the readers of the Hreeman should 
fail to see how any good can come of this 
new evil doctrine, they will certainly not fail 
to rejoice over the following intelligence, 
viz:—Banks (the anti-slavery candidate) is 
elected Speaker of the House of Representa- 
lives of the United States, though having to 
contend for two months against the most 
hostile, unmitigated and united opposition of 
the entire pro-slavery hosts, in Congress and 
out of Congress. The victory is.a glorious 
one. He is from Massachusetts, that most 
hated of all the Northern States—the bul- 
wark of the “Personal Liberty Bill,””—the 
state where colored men enjoy the right of 
franchise, equal school privileges, &c. That 
this triumph will be regarded by the South 
as the worst “cut of all,” there can be no 
mistake. 

Banks was elected to-day by one majority, 
over Aiken,—the owner of two thousand 
slaves. 

The weather remains as cold as ever, first 
rate sleighing on land or on the rivers; the 
like has not been known for a long while.

Then you will 
be at liberty to settle among your old friends, 
and not be compelled to confine yourself to 
Canada. Write tome and let me know what 
you think of my proposal.” Besides, Sylvia, you 
know you will, in afew years at farthest, cnherit, 
considerable from your father. 1 do not wish to 
persuade you against your will, but situated in 
a strange place, I would be glad to have the 
services of one that understands my ways as well 
as youdo. The children all send their love. * * * 
Your friend, 
i. G. Dustin.” 

On the same day that the above ingeni- 
ous and loving letter from this she fiend, ar- 
rived—Mr. Townsend, Chief Constable of 
Stratford, received a very different communi- 
cation from her husband. 

“ Cricaco, Dee. 24, 1855.—Chief Constable— 
Sir, [enclose you a letter from a run-away negro, 
who belongs to my wife as well as myself, late 
residents of Louisville, Kentucky. You see 
what she says about going to Cincinnati. I want 
to catch her there! If you will put ber into my pos- 
session there or the custody of the States Marshal 
in that city, so that | can secure her, J will pay 
you the sum of two hundred dollars. Should you 
teel disposed to act in this matter it would be ne- 
cessary for my wife and seifto be in Cincinnati 
at the time she would be there. You might fol- 
low her on to that city and trace her to where she 
would stop, and if you could notify me to be 
there, J would do the vest, and pay you your re- 
ward, $200. * * * * * “Wm. G. Srewart; 
Proprieter, Boone House, Corner of Clark and 
Jackson streets, Chicago, Illinois.” 

Mr. Townsend very properly handed this 
letter to the magistrate of the town, and 
wrote Stewart an evasive reply, so as to in- 
duce him to visit Canada, in order to secure 
his missing “ property.” Had he done Strat- 
ford the honour of visiting it, we can assure 
him that he would have “caught” some- 
thing which he would have good cause for 
remembering to the last of his villainous 
life. As it is, we can do nothing more than 
to hold him and his vile companion in iniquity 
up to public scorn and execration.

Reminiscences of Ribbonigm, 


In the course of his speech to the consti. 
tuents at Inniskillen, Mr. Whiteside nar 
rated the following particulars in connection ” 
with the trial and conviction of the East.

spiracy to murder Mr. Eastwood, at Dun:

He 
never had cause of quarrel with the intend- 
ed victim; in fact, had never spoken to him, 
but was acquainted with his person, Three 
strangers—ribbonmen of approved yillany 
—were hired to kill Mr. Eastwood. Not 
knowing the person of the victim, and not: 
wishing to kill the wrong man, as that might 
involve the necessity of’ a double murder, 
they applied to the railway labourer to point 
out Mr. Eastwood. He did so without re- 
morse, and pursued his daily labour with a 
light heart, while the o:her conspirators pro- 
ceeded with the work of murder. Mr. East- 
wood survived the bloody assault and still 
He described in my hearing the par. 


tack made upon him within a short distance 
of his happy home; and, when the assassins 
were ordered for execution, he made a strong.

Railway Signals. 


An ingenious invention is about to be put 
in practical operation on the South Western 
Railway. very train will have a gutta 
percha tube extending its whole Jength:
